REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached PTO 892 and IDS forms. None 
of the references or combinations thereof disclose or suggest depositing a nutrient 
medium on the surface of the substrate; growing elongated microbes to form oriented 
sacrificial mandrels; coating each oriented sacrificial mandrel with an outer layer of a 
desired nanotube material and removing the sacrificial mandrels while leaving oriented 
nano-tubes as required by the presently claimed invention. Therefore, claims 1-16, 19- 
20 and 23-24 are allowable over the cited prior art.
